Los Angeles Office(EOD 1-6-47, GS-13). Los Angeles advised its indices are negative 
regarding the book, the author and the printer. The book was furnished the Bureau for 
information and need not be returned to Los Angeles. 


REVIEW OF BOOK: 


This is a purely political booklet allegedly written to expose to the general 
members of th& RenublicanPartVi the behind-the-scenes maneuvering of the "kingmakers" 
in the Republican Party. The theme expressed in the book is that these "kingmakers” 
actually choose the Presidential candidates of the Republican Party through their manipu- 
lation of convention delegates rather than the choice being made by regular Republicans 
through their voting in the primaries. Mrs. Schlafly claims that these power politicians 
are not concerned with the retention of the two Party system or of furthering the 
principals of the Republican Party but seek only to serve their own interests and move by* 
and out of the two Parties as their interests diclate. Js

Q1 Godiva Chocolates 

"8 oz." The gold box is a typical Godiva Chocolate box; with the 
toy soldier, label, and ribbon it is a Christmas season gift 
item. Boxes inspected at retail facilities on May 8th were 
decorated with plastic flowers for Mother's Day; contrary to the 
incoming letter, no boxes of Godiva Chocolates were covered in 
cellophane. 

Also contrary to the incoming letter, remnants of shipping tape 
can be found on the mailing envelope. The envelope has been cut 
and stapled shut; the word "RIFLED" is written on it in ink. No 
attempt has been made to hide the evidence of opening the 
envelope or the candy box. 

The candies in the candy box have apparently been rearranged, 
compared with a known box of Godiva Chocolates. No candy is 
missing and there are no additional pieces. Each piece was 
visually inspected, nothing of value was noted. Each piece of 
candy is genuine Godiva chocolate. 

Small amount of white residue removed from one piece (onion- 
shaped) was extracted in methanol and analyzed via GCMS Cl — > 
nothing of value noted. Small amounts of cardboard fluff from 
the inside of the mailing envelope were found in the cany box.
